FOREIGN MINING AND METALLURGY, 


There is little new to note in connection with the French iron 
trade. In the Ardennes the state of affairs remains favourable, and 
without variation as compared with former quotations. In the 
Meurthe-et-Moselle important contracts have been concluded for 
white pig upon advantageous terms—at 3/. 7s, 2d. to 3/. 83. per ton’; 
refining pig has been quoted at 4/. 16s. per ton for No. 3, and at 
5l. 12s, per ton for No.1. It is announced that the coke of the 
Ruhr has made its appearance upon the Nancy market at 1/. 7s. 2d. 
to 1/. 7s. 6d. per ton delivered. Transport charges and customs 
duties figure in this amount for 14s, per ton. In the Nord most of 
the works have employment assured to them for some time tocome, 
and they are doing business in iron at 8/. 16s. to 9/. per ton; plates 
are worth 11/, 12s. to 11/. 16s. per ton. Intelligence from St. Dizier 
notes the approaching re-lighting of the Chamouilley rolling-mlll. 
The Marnaval Blast-Furnaces and Forges Company proposes to light 
a second blast-furnace for the production of manganese pig, as re- 
gards which this company has successfully developed a speciality. 
At Paris the state of affairs remains without any sensible variation ; 
at the same time a slightly upward tendency is apparent in some 
articles. 

Business has been tolerably well sustained in copper at Paris, and 
the market presents a good tone. Speaking generally, there is an 
advance in almost all descriptions, Chilian in bars, delivered at 
Havre, has made 88/.; ditto, ordinary descriptions, 86/.; ditto, in 
ingots, 92/.; English tough cake, 917.; and pure Corocoro minerals, 
86/. At Havre 11,300 sacks of Arica copper minerals have just 
come to hand; quotations have been tending upwards. At Mar- 
seilles the advance in copper has become every day more decided. 
The aspect of the German copper markets has not changed ; prices 
remain firm, although the local consumption has not sensibly in- 
creased. A little more firmness has been noted in tin at Rotterdam; 
some transactions have taken place in Banca at 563 fls. to 57 fis. 
Disposeable Billiton has risen from 54 fls. to 544 fls. Upon the Paris 
market Banca, delivered at Havre or Paris, has made 102/.; Straits, 
96/.; and English, delivered at Havre or Rouen, 977. per ton. Busi- 
ness in tin in Germany has been rather inactive during the last few 
days, and some feebleness has been indicated, in consequence, in 
prices. Lead has continued firm; at Marseilles there are scarcely 
any stocks. At Marseilles lead has also been advancing; Stolberg 
has brought 13} fls., and other marks 13 fls. The demand for lead 
continues good in Germany. There has been only little business 
passing upon the Paris zinc market; Silesian, delivered at Havre, 
has made 24/. per ton; and other good marks, delivered at Havre, 
23/, 12s. per ton. 

An advance in the price of coal has been postponed by the Char- 
leroi Colliery Association to Noy.1. According, however, to pre- 
sent anticipations, this new date will not involve any change in the 
state of affairs, and unless there is an unexpected revival in the 
great industries of Belgium, or unless a winter of altogether excep- 
tional intensity sets in, there is every reason to believe that coal 
prices will remain almost stationary until Jan. 1, 1875, and, perhaps, 
for even a longerperiod. The Belgian coal trade is passing through 
a rather critical period. English coal is coming to hand in rather 
important quantities, and upon terms which render deliveries al- 
most impossible along the Belgian coast. An Antwerp agent an- 
nounces that six steamers have been chartered by him to ply regu- 
larly between Newcastle and Sunderland on the one hand, and Ostend, 
Ternenzen, Antwerp, and Gand on the other hand, with a view to 
the delivery of English coal. One of the principal outlets for Bel- 
gian coal—the Grand Duchy of Luxembourg—seems likely to fail 
Belgium, as it finds it advantageous to lay in supplies direct in the 
Ruhr basin rather than among Belgian colliery proprietors. The 
state of affairs is, then, somewhat grave, and it deserves to be care- 
fully considered by Belgian colliery proprietors; any advance in 
prices would appear to be much to be deprecated. Official returns 
show that the exports of coal from Belgiuin in the first five months of 
this year were about 500,000 tons less than the corresponding ex- 
ports in the corresponding periods of 1873 and 1872. The falling off 
in the exports of coke from Belgium in the first five months of this 
year was even more considerable, relatively, than the decline in the 
exports of coal. The administration of the Belgian State Railways 
is understood to have let contracts for the supply of eight lots of 
coal of 4000 tons each. The Charleroi basin has obtained five lots, 
and the Liége basin two lots. The Quaregnon United Collieries 
Company will pay a dividend of 8s. per share Nov. 30. 

As regards the French coal trade, it may be observed that prices 
are firm, and that the markets are active, without being feverish. 
In consequence of the highly remunerative results secured by col- 
liery companies in the North of France, very extensive works have 
been undertaken, and within three or four years the production of | 
coal will become much more considerable than it now is; there is 
also every probability of its becoming still heavier. All this does | 


not, however, altogether exclude and shut out the prospect of anad- 
vance in local coal quotations during the next month or two, Stocks 
are not atall excessive at present in the North of France; on the 
other hand, no Jarge consumer has suffered from any scarcity of coal. 





There has been no serious variation in French coal quotations during 
the last few days. 

The Belgian iron trade has experienced a check as regards the im- 
portance of the business done; prices have exhibited some feeble- 
ness in consequence. Merchants’ iron is quoted ata slight reduc- 
tion, and a fall of no great importance must be noted in refining pig. 
Casting pig maintains its price with firmness. The Belgian rolling- 
mills producing iron rails are living in daily hope of receiving an 
order for some thousands of tons from the administration of the 
State lines. Such an order would, of course, afford employment to 
their numerous staff during the winter months. The age of steel 
has certainly commenced in Belgium; thus the Anglo Steelworks 
have just accepted an order for 3000 tons of Bessemer steel rails, to 
be delivered to the Great Central Belgian Railway as from January 
next, at 1/, 2s, per ton. Most of the great Belgian metallurgical 
establishments are considering means and opportunities for the 
equipment of steel-producing appliances. While some managers in- 
cline to the Bessemer process others seem rather disposed to adopt 
the Martin-Siemens, or the Terre Noire, or the Perrot furnace. The 
Zone Forges Company has decided, it appears, to establish a rolling- 
mill for the production of fine plates at Marchiennes. In the Liége 
basin the great pre-occupation of the moment is the grave question 
of the tariffs between that district and the Luxembourg. It ap- 
pears that during the first five months of this year the imports of 
iron minerals into Belgium amounted to only 28,937 tons, against 
90,740 tons in the corresponding period of 1873, and 77,145 tons in 
the corresponding period of 1872, The imports of pig into Belgium 
in the first five months of this year were 4000 tons less than in the 
corresponding period of 1873, and 12,000 tons less than in the corre- 
sponding period of 1872. The exports of rails from Belgium in the 
first five months of this year amounted to 39,919 tons, showing an 
increase of about 5000 tons this year as compared with the corre- 
sponding periods of each of the two preceding years. The exports 
of merchants’ iron also present an increase of about 5000 tons this 
year as compared with the corresponding periods of 1873 and 1872. 
Altogether, the exports of iron from Belgium in the first five months 
of this year presented an increase of about 9000 tons as compared 
with the corresponding period of 1873. Ascompared with the corre- 
sponding period of 1862 they showed, however, a decline of some 
3000 tons. 

The Berg and Mark Railway Company has established reduced 
tariffs for the conveyance of combustibles from the basin of the 
Ruhr via Bleyberg to the Luxembourg. The Nierderfischbach Mines 
and Foundries Company is to be wound-up. 








CALIFORNIA. 


A correspondent, writing from San Francisco (Sept. 30), says— 

“ Judging from the receipts of crude deposits at the Mint, our Californian gold 
mines appear to be producing more bullion than ever, the dust deposits from gravel 
mines being constantly on the increase., The coinage for last month was the greatest 
of any month in the history of our Mint, being $4,120,000 in gold, $191,000 in trade 
dollars, and $9000 in half-dollars, making a total value of $4,320,000. For the eight 
months ending Aug. 31 the Mint has coined bullion to the value of $17,372,000. The 
daily yield of ore on the Comstock is as follows:—The Belcher Mine, 550 tons; 
Crown Point, 500 tons ; Consolidated Virginia, 300 tons : making a total of 1350 tons, 
from three of the leading Comstock mines. In addition, the Chollar-Potosi pro- 
duces daily 100 tons, the Sierra Nevada 60 tons, and the Hale and Norcross 30 tons, 
making an aggregate of 1590 tons from seven mines. The Belcher yielded $975,663 
during the month of August, and it is said that this one mine produces more bul- 
lion than the whole of Utah in one year, and more than Colorado in one year and 
a quarter. , ps 7 a . 

The excitement with respect to new discoveries in quicksilver 
mines continues unabated, some of these mines, especially in Napa and Lake county 
having added a to our supply for export, although the increased pro- 
duction is not likely to affect the price of mereury, which at present rules at $1 60c. 
Silver has also been discovered in the the same districts, and has caused a rush of 
miners to Calistoga and its neighbourhood. Iron abounds in this State, more than 
one deposit being considered inexhaustible; but this mineral has hitherto been 
little worked. An iron mine on the M’Cloud river was recently sold to an English 
company for $200,000, and they intend commencing work on it at once with a large 
body of men. ; : é 

It is stated that a new process for working iron has been dis- 
covered, by which puddled iron is manufactured directfrom the ore, the use of the 
blasting-furnace being entirely dispensed with. Instead of pig-iron the inventor 
uses a compound which he calls iron-coke, a mixture of ore or any substances con- 
taining iron, the necessary fluxes, and the equivalent of carbon. A lump of this 
compound is put into the furnace, and by the single process of balling a ‘‘ heat ” is 
obtained in far less time, as well as with less labour; than by tiie old method, and 
without any melting or boiling. 


REPORT ON CALIFORNIA MINING.—In a short report to the Home 
Office Mr. Consul Booker incidentally refers to the subject of mining in California. 
He mentions that the yield of the mines of California, estimated at something like 
3,000,000/., shows a falling off during the past year as compared with the previous 

yvear—a diminution which is attributed to the short supply of water in many parts 
of the mining regions during the summer and autumn. No realiable statistics 
exist as to the yield of the different description of mines, but it is said that each 
year hydraulic mining in California increases in importance; and with the com- 
pletion of some long tunnels for drainage purposes, which were commenced seve- 
ral years ago, it isanticipated that there will be a great addition to the yield. The 
attention of the capitalist, we note, continues to be devoted to quartz mining, there 
being no difficulty in finding persons willing to invest in the event of the prospects 
being at all encouraging. Lately there have not not been many “ discoveries,” 
although quartz has been found in sections of the State which were not before be- 
lieved to contain minerals. In Nevada it is mentioned that the Comstock lead has 
maintained its supremacy by the immense yield of the Belcher and Crown Point 
Mines, forming part of it; the former is stated to have disbursed to its stockholders 
during 1873 1,352,000., and the latter 1,020,000/, On the other hand the Ely dis- 
trict, which at one time attracted attention in consequence of the large yield of its 
two principal mines—the Raymond and Ely and Meadow Valley—appears to have 
lost latterly its character, inasmuch as the two mines mentioned have 

pay dividends, whilst no others have been broughtinto prominence. From a state- 
ment glving the production of precious metals west of the Missouri river, we find 
that the value of this production in 1873 is set down as considerably over 14,000,000/. 
sterling. The production of quicksilver has not shown any particular increase; in- 
deed, the production of the New Almadon Mine has gradually fallen off, while 
others show a diminished yie'd. A great many new mines have, however, been 
discovered in various parts of the State, and although a good deal of work has 
been accomplished on some of them, the total yield has been so far insignificant. 
It is pointed out that the production of the State for some years had been under 
one control, but the demand became so active that it was found impracticable to 
renew the contract with owners of leading mines; at the same time an increased 
demand upon a diminished supply has had the effect of rapidly sending up prices. 
Several shipments of chromate of iron ore have been made from California to New 
York and England, the greater part of the ore having been received from a minein 
Humboldt county, which has been worked for some years. With regard to copper, 
it appears that very little was done in California last year, although some mines are 
worked in the State of Neveda, and there were several shipments to England. 


THE EmMa MINE.—Writing from Philadelphia (Oct. 9) the corre- 
spondent of the Times says—‘* The Emma Silver Mine and the questionable nego- 
ciation of its stock in England have led to a libel suit in New York. Mr Cyrus 
Williams has sued the New York Nation for libel, that paper, in an article shen 
the Emma Mine, having stated that Williams, after the majority of the miners in 
that mine had been discharged and the balance acted as an armed guard at the 
mouth of the mine, had “ prepared, plastered, and engrafted silver ore on the lime- 
stone of the mine,” through which Professor Silliman was deceived into giving a 
report, the result of which was to defraud English buyers cf stock out of 500,000/. ; 
that Williams was an expert at this sort of thing, and, if all were true as alleged, 
he was liable to indictment for conspiracy. Yesterday the defendant’s counsel made 
a —- that the complaint be dismissed, and, after argument, the Court reserved 
its decision.” 


ALLOYS, OR ANTI-FRICTION METALS,—Mr. MILTON H. CAMPBELL, 
of Syracuse, New York, has patented an invention, the object of which is to make 
an alloy of certain metals properly proportioned and united. Copper, spelter, and 
aluminum, together with a small portion of silicon, are used. The two latter metals 
would be too expensive for the purpose but for this method of obtaining and com- 
bining them with the other metals. For this purpose takea portion of yellow clay 
compound, generally of about 20 per cent. of silex mixed wijh the clay. To form 
a proper charge for a melting, mix 1 lb. of dry clay, 144 lb. of prussiate of potash, 
and 1 1b, of common salt together, and put in the bottom of a crucible; to this add 
33 lbs. of copper, and raise them to a proper heat to melt the copper; then add, in 
the usual way known to metallurgists, 27% lbs. of spelter, and just before castin 
add 1% Ib. of tin, which completes the alloy. These ingredients thus compound 
produce the strong tough anti-friction alloy desired for axle-boxes and other pur- 
poses where applicable. It is obvious that the proportions herein named can be 
somewhat varied within certain limits; for instance, a larger amount of clay can 
be added to increase the aluminum without detriment to the result; but the pro- 
portions named produce a metal sufficient for most purposes.—Claims: 1. The 
combination of metals herein described, and in the proportions substantially as and 
for the purposes set forth.—2. The admixiure of alaminum and silicon with the 
other metals in the manner herein described, extracted directly from the ore in the 
crucible with the other metals, and melted in conjunction therewith, as specified. 


ANIMALS AS MoToR PowErs.—M. Marey has laid before the 
French Association for the Advancement of Science some interesting observations 
on the employment of animais as motor powers. He proves by means of a very 
elaborate instrument that the movement of animated beings as motor powers takes 
place by jerks, whence result shocks, and consequently a waste of labour. As an 
illustration of this theory, M. Marey cites the effort necessary to draw a burden 
behind one. .If the necessary force be transmitted by means of a rigid or almost 
unextensible strap, for instance, of leather, the movement is jerky and more diffi- 
cult than if it were transmitted by an elastic strap, It would, therefore be better 
to attach horses to the shafts with india rubber tracey. He also gives as an illustra- 
tion the manner in which boats are always d along the towing-paths by long 





ropes. lt would be impossible, or at least very distressing, to employ sh oF, 
The length of the rope, which alternutely tightens or slacken by slow Soclliatlons 
has in Kis case the came effect as india tubber.-London Medios!

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WEARMOUTH COLLIERY, ON THE WEAR—No. II. 

Our last paper referred to the geological formations encountered in 
sinking to the Maudlin seam, and we now purpose saying something 
relative to the Hutton seam, but before doing this it may be as well 
to supply a slight omission in the previous paper. The sinking of 
the A pit, after being carried to a depth of 23 fms., was stopped in 
consequence of the quantity of water found in the limestone, when 
the B pit was commenced and continued until the Maudlin seam 
was reached, The sinking of the A pit was resumed in 1841, and 
carried down to a seam of coal about 3ft. thick. The Maudlinseam, 
about 100fms, below this, was reached by a diagonal pit or stone 
drift, which inclined 6in. in 36. Three-fourths of the length of this 
drift was, we believe, driven upwards from the Maudlin seam, and 
was worked simultaneously with the A pit. When the pit reached 
this seam a pair of paseliel hendways or galleries were driven into 
it for a considerable distance in the direction, and almost os 
above, the course of the stone drift. A staple or small pit was sun 
about 15 fms., and a drift driven from the bottom of it to meet the 
one which was being worked upwards. Another drift was begun a 
short distance from the A pit. or more rote per 4 speaking the stone 
drift, which cut through the 100 fms. diagonally, and was worked 
from three or four points, as in the case of a railway cutting. 

With regard to the Hutton seam, it is a curious fact that this, the 
best of the series, is to the south of the coal field rendered unworkable 
by the intersection of a basaltic dyke, and for the first eight milesin 
its northward course it produces the finest Wallsend household coal, 
being large and strong. From this point it changes its character, 
and becomes more highly bituminous, but more fragile and tender 
in its composition, and, therefore, not suited for household coals ; 
but it acquires a peculiar property for gas, and from which the gas 
companies nearly all over the world aresupplied. It maintains this 
character for eight miles in its westward course, and again under- 

oes a more singular change still. It becomes much harder, and 
| ae to almost a pure carbon or white ash. This in the next seven 
miles is worked, and is suited for the steam trade, and which is 
known as Carr’s Hartley, &c. Thus it appears from one seam in its 
course all the various descriptions of coals, suited for every market, 
are produced. The pit did not go more than 1000 feet perpendi- 
cular, but from this point was set a diagonal shaft or drift, dipping 
1 yard in 6, until it cut the bed. This was the work of many years, 
but proved most successful at last. There were many reasons for 
this being done; one was that, owing to the great depth, the hempen 
ropes were required to be so heavy and strong, even to carry their 
own weight, that only a small quantity of coal could be attached to 
theend, This was both expensive and cumbersome, and the plan 
adopted rendered one-third of the weight of the rope sufficient. 
The incline was worked by means of another engine which, in fact, 
divided the work to be done and the power to perform it. And, 
further, the royalty or coal field belonging to the colliery lay at a 
great distance from where the pit would have gone down had it 
been sunk perpendicularly the whole depth to the coal seam, that 
it would have required 50 horses to have drawn the coals from 
the point where the incline plane cuts the coal bed, thus saving 
some 3000/.a-year in the keep of horses alone. We might add many 
other practical reasons for the adoption of this plan, but it should 
be stated that this idea of saving the ropes was antecedent to the 
introduction of the wire ropes, which, it must be admitted, removes 
all this objection, they being much lighter, stronger, and more dur- 
able, and well adapted for deep mines. 

The area of the royalty of the Wearmouth Colliery under land is 
5802 acres, and under sea about 3600; making a total of 8682. The 
sea coal was leased by the owners from the Commissioners of Woods 
and Forests in the year 1868, and it is intended, for the purpose of 
working it, to sink two new pits near the Blue House at Hendon. 
The sea-coal colliery and the pres»nt colliery will be kept separate 
by thick barriers of coal. The inland royalties adjoining this we 
believe are all leased, 

In the Maudlin seam, out of the 5082 acres of land"coal 552 only 
have as yet been worked, leaving 4530 still to work, the average 
thickness of the seam being 5 ft.6in. Taking a cubie yard of coal 
to weigh 19 ewts., this gives over 38,000,000 tons still to work in 
this seam under land. In the Hutton seam, out of 5082 acres of 
land coal, 852 only have been worked, leaving 4230 still to work. 
The average thickness of this seam is taken at 4ft. 2in., and this 
gives 27,000,000 tons still to work. Taking both seams together 
the quantity of coal still to be won in the two present working 
seams, irrespective of coal under the sea, is as follows :—

But this colliery, it may be remarked, contains all the beds found 
in the Durham coal measures. The royalty has a sea frontage of 
nearly three miles. For some time the Maudlin seam alone was 
worked, but, as we have seen, the A pit was subsequently sunk to 
the Hutton seam, which it reached at a depth of 287 fms., and below 
it to the total depth of 300 fms. A boring was made in 1864, and 
it passed through the Harvey seam, about 3 ft. thick, at 29 fms. 
below the Hutton seam. The Maudlin seam, which was the first 
reached, was cut, as near as can be ascertained, in 1835 or there- 
abouts, the sinking operations having occupied about nine years. 

The B or downcast shaft was sunk to a depth of 180 fms., and a 
slope drift dipping, as we have noticed above, at the rate of about 
6 in. per yard was driven to the Huttonseam. This drift was about 
1400 yards in length, and was driven under the direction of Sir 
George Elliot, then viewer of the colliery. It was worked bya 
large engine standing on the surface. Thirty-two full tubs were 
drawn up at once, and at the same time thirty-two empties were 
lowered. ‘ihe tubs were then put into the cage and drawn to the 
bank. Much coal was drawn in this manner, but it was thought 
advisable to sink the B pit to the Hutton seam, and to make a level 
engine-plane from the shaft bottom to the workings. The necessary 
work was completed in September, 1869, and now the B pit engine- 
plane, worked by a high-pressure hauling-engine, with two 22-inch 
cylinders, by 4-ft. stroke, extends into the Maudlin seam, a distance 
of 2} miles, and into the Hutton seam 14 mile. This engine-plane 
differs from any other in the coal trade, the lines being double the 
whole way, and the full set of 63 tubs being drawn out while the 
empty set of the same number of tubs is drawn in. The A pit en- 
gine-plane is of the ordinary kind, with single line, and worked by 
main and tail rope, with an engine of the same dimensions as the 
B pit plane. As many as 2600 tubs of coal are brought along the 
B pit plane in one day. 

The colliery is in full working condition, and the trade so uni- 
formly active that it has been deemed necessary to commence the 
sinking of a third shaft. It will be, when finished, 15 feet in dia- 
meter, and the coal-drawing power at this colliery will be increased 
by at least 50 per cent. The ventilation of the mine will by this 
means be increased quite one-third. 3 

An interesting experiment was made by Prof. Phillips with regard 
to the temperature of the pit soon after the sinking of the shaft. 
The depth of the pit to the place of observation was 264 fathoms; 
the depth below the level of the sea, 250 fathoms; the mean annual 
temperature, 47°6° ; the observed temperature of the air at the sur- 
face on the day of experiment, 49°; of air at the bottom of the pit, 
62° ; near the end of the drift, 64° ; close to the coal, 68°; tempera- 
ture of water collected in the pit bottom, 67°; of salt waterissuing 
from a bore‘hole made on the same morning, 70°1° ; of similar water 
as it first gushed out, 71°4°; of gas bubbles issuing through the water, 
72°6°; temperature of the front of the coal, 68°; of the interior, 
713°; a thermometer left in a bore-hole for a week indicated 71°2° ; 
if invariable temperature be supposed to commence at 100 ft., and 
the mean annual temperature of the place be taken at 47°6°, then 
72:'6°—47°6° =25° in 1484 ft., or 1° Fahr. in 60 ft. nearly. The pit 
has since been sunk deeper, and the temperature found to rise still 
higher. Since these observations were made the temperature of the 
Ju wer level of the pit reached 85° Fahr. The ventilation is carried 
on by the application of a very large furnace, which produces an 
air current of 80,000 cubic feet per minute, The barometer stands 
fully 2 in. higher at the bottom of the shaft than at the surface. 








The air is good to breathe in, and persons afflicted with asthma ex- 
perience great relief in this climate, but whilst descending there is 
always a sense of pressure on the drums of the ear, and a sort of 
partial deafness for the moment. 

About 25 years ago the late Mr. William Chambers, of Edinburgh, 
visited Sunderland and inspected the pit. Some time afterwards a 
description of the colliery appeared in ‘‘ Chambers’s Journal” relat- 
ing, in a sketchy manner, various matters connected with the work- 
ing of the enterprise, in the course of which Mr. Chambers alluded 
particularly to the social condition of the collierycolony. Here, as 
almost everywhere else, he found accounts of misspent means, in- 
temperance, and the evils that follow in itstrain; but the following 
instance, described by himself, of self-improvement among the 
workpeople, under most untoward circumstances, seems to have 
given him some satisfaction :—‘ A gentleman,” says Mr. Chambers, 
“connected with the coal pits, invited me to dine with him, and, 
after dinner, told me his history. He was the son of a pitman, and 
was sent into the mine at nine years of age. At first, for a-year, he 
acted as a trapper—a boy who keeps a door, and opens and shuts 
it to regulate the ventilation; for this he received half-a-crown a- 
week, Next he became a putter—that isalad who pushes along the 
wagons in the workings, and which, as already mentioned, is done 
almost in a state of nudity, in consequence of the heat; he received 
3s. 6d. a week. He now, when he went home at night. put himself 
to an evening school. Next, from his steadiness, he was appointed 
to attend the condition of the rails on which the wagons run in the 
mines, and for this he got higher wages. He now was more intent 
on educating himself than ever. He saved sixpences and shillings 
from his wages to pay schoolmasters, learnt drawing and mathe- 
matics, and finally studied the kind of engineering applicable to 
mines. The more he learnt the more useful he became. He rose 
from one place of ‘trust to another; and now, said he, here I am at 
the head of the concern, with a salary of 500/. a-year!” This gentle- 
man, for he has well earned the title, subsequently became one of the 
principal coalowners in the county of Durham, and head of the firm 
of Glass, Elliot, and Co.. who made the first Atlantic telegraph cable.

TREATING CoPpPER OrxEs.—Mr. F. Zwick, Jersey City, N. J. 
has patented an improved process by which argentiferous, auriferous, or other cop- 
per ores may be treated either independently or in auxiliary manner to other pro- 
cesses for the extraction of gold, silver, and copper therefrom. It consists of acom- 
bination of operations—namely, smelting of the ores in a reverberatory furnace toa 
mat, with admixture of sulphate of soda, for the purpose of disintegration ; oxida- 
tion of the disentegrated mat in a furnace similar to a common roast furnace, suit- 
ably adapted to prevent the heat from rising above the desired degree; repetition 
of this oxidation after the first is finished, and the product of it has been soaked 
with water; dissolving the sulphate of copper formed during said oxidation in a 
tank with water, and, after removal of the solution, dissolving the copper still left 
in residue with a solution of sulphate of iron, this latter process to be repeated as 
long as any copper is left in the residue, and the copper in solution precipitated 
withiron. The residue, containing peroxide of iron and all the gold and silver, 
being much reduced in bulk, can be treated by any known method for the extrac- 
of the gold and silver, or used as flux for smelting the ores, and to accumulate the 
bullion as far as desired. 


CARBONATES OF BARYTA AND STRONTIA.—An invention has been 
patented by Mr. E. T. Hughes, for Messrs, DAUDENART and VERBERT, of Schaer- 
beek, Brussels, for improvements in the manufacture of the salts, carbonates, and 
hydrates of baryta and strontia, and also for improved modes of making baryta 
and strontia caustic. To procure the carbonates of baryta and strontia, alkaline 
earthy chlorides are dissolved in water to 12° or 15° Baumé, and the solution 
whether of the chloride of barium or the chloride of strontium is mixed with 
hydrate of magnesia in a vessel which is afterwards closed. The mixture is kept 
in continual agitation, and subjected to the action of a current of carbonic acid, 
which being absorbed by the magnesia forms a carbonate of this base, and by the 
employment of an excess of carbonic acid the decomposition is rapidly effected, 
and the alkaline earths produced free from carbonate of magnesia. In practice 
the treatme::t of the alkaline earthy chlorides by magnesia and carbonic acid is 
effected in two operations—in the first the magnesia is in excess, which gives when 
the reaction is terminated a liquor containing exclusively chloride of magnesium, 
which is decanted, and a precipitate obtained, consisting of a carbonate of the 
alkaline earth and the magnesia employed in excess in a carbonated state, which 
excess is neutralised in the second operation by an additional quantity of the alka- 
line earthy chloride. The liquor containing the chloride of magnesium is concen- 
trated - evaporation, and the hydrated chloride of magnesium submitted to the 
action of steam superheated to about 300° Centigrade without pressure, so that it 
becomes completely decomposed, and is in the condition to be rapidly hydrated 
and carbonated. To manufacture caustic baryta and strontia from their carbo- 
nates the carbonate is mixed with carbon or chalk, and the mixture, whether sub- 
jected or not to the action of superheated steam, is heated in a regenerating or re- 
verberatory furnace, 


Roastine Ores,—Mr, A. M. CLark has patented (for Mr. Ernst 
Heiligendorfer, of Eureka, U.8.) some improvements in reverberatory and other 
furnaces for roasting ores. The invention consists—1. In the introduction of par- 
tions, or air, or other gas inlets intermediately and at both sides of the grate, 
parallel to the grate bars, and extending above the fuel placed therein, with the 
object of obtaining a clear fire free from smoke of the highest oxydising power. 
—2. In an improved screening of the heated pulp, and afterwards passing it 
through a shaft and over a diagonally upward inclined fire-bridge, to counteract 
the side pressure of the gas currents and the vertical pressure of the falling pulp. 
—3. In the method of treating the pulp of gold and silver ores, first with chlori- 
nising and afterwards with oxydising gases. 


MOULDING AND CASTING METALS.—Mr. R. L. HATTERSLEY (Geo. 
Hattersley and Sons, of Keighley, machine-makers), and T. HEBDEN, draughts- 
man, have patented some improvements in means or apparatus for moulding and 
casting metals. The invention relates to means for moulding tappits, cams, or 
eccentrics, or other articles of similar character, with two or more wings or leaves 
cast together (as used in looms and other machinery), whereby the said tappits or 
other articles when cast are in tiers or arranged along a boss or board, and so timed 
as to suit the requirements of varions designs. This is accomplished by the pat- 
tern or model being fixed on to one end of a stud or short shaft, which is placed 
into a socket or bearing about the centre of a planed table, on which the model 
must rest. On the same stud or short shaft is fixed an index plate, dividing wheel, 
or gauge, by which they are able to turn the pattern or model on its axis into any 
required position. The planed table is also made to revolve on its axis in the same 
manner as in what is known as “ Johnson's moulding machines.” 


IRON AND STEREL.—Mr. J.G. WILLANS, of St. Stephen’s-crescent, 
Bayswater, has patented some improvements in the manufacture of iron and steel, 
and ingots therefrom. The inventor describes a means of using anthracite in iron 
and steel reverberatory furnaces by applying some fine carbonaceous dust above 
the surface of the fuel to increase the heat therefrom. He uses anthracite in steel 
melting pot holes by adding to the air current on its passage to the fuel some fine 
carbon dust, or combustible gas or vapour, to render its heat more diffused. He 
lessens the eect steel or iron ingots by rendering the parts of the mould where 
the metal enters less heat-conducting than the other parts by means of clay or other 
bad conductors, to keep tke metal longer fluid in that part. He casts hollow an- 
nular or tubular ingots of steel or iron by having a core made of a tube containing 
ee substance admitting of compression during the contraction of 
the ingot. 


New LEvEL.—Mr. W. E. GEDGE (for Messrs. Granjon and Com- 
beaud, of Lyons) has patented animproved level. Theimproved level is composed 
of two glass tubes bent at one end and in connection ty means of an india-rubber 
tube which forms joint by pressing on the bent end of each glass tube. A metal 
box serves as framing, two tubular pieces soldered to the two ends of the box serving 
to keep the glass tubes in a same plane when set up. A rectangular plate slides in 
the lower part of the box to close it; this plate is pierced with a hole by which 
the apparatus may be fixed at the end of a stick of any kind planted in the ground. 
The operation is as with the ordinary water level. The glass tubes when not in use 
fold with the india-rubber, and are placed lengthwise in the box closed by the rec- 
tangular sliding plate. This level is easily carried in the pocket. 


STEAM-BOILERS.—Messrs. C. SmM1TH, of Hartlepool, and A, ALEX- 
ANDER, of Cirencester, engineers, have patented some improvements in steam- 
boilers. A boiler constructed according to the invention consists mainly of one or 
more horizontal cylindrical shells, having by preference flues or flue tubes passing 
longitudinally through them. An important feature of the invention is the ap- 
plying of the heat of the furnace or furnaces to the lateral part or parts of the 
under half of each cylindrical shell, and the having the bottom or lowest part of 
each shell not heated at all, or only to a comparatively small extent. When the 
cylindrical shell has a number of tubes through it, these are by preference arranged 
so as to leave a free vertical space along the middle and vertical plates; or tubes 
may be arranged in such middle space to facilitate the circulation of the water. 
It isa special object of the arrangement to produce a thorough circulation, the 
application of the heat to the sides producing rapid upward currents, whilst com- 
plementary currents descend through the middle space. 


IMPROVED SysTEM OF GAS MAKING.—By the system of gas manu- 
facture patented by Mr. Abraham Malam, of the Dumfries Gasworks, it is claimed 
that it yields from 3000 to 4000 cubic feet of gas per ton of coal more than is obtained 
by any other system of carbonising now in use. The Glasgow deputation will in- 
clude Mr. Foulis, the engineer-in-chief, and Dr. Wallace F.R.S.E., Gas Examiner 
for the City of Glasgow, who will provide himself with all the necessary appliances 
for thoroughly testing the illuminating power and other qualities of the gas. It is 
just possible the deputation may also include one or more members of the Corpor- 
ation Gas Committee. We understand that two of the leading gas engineers in the 
service of the Chartered Gas Company of the metropolis—Mr. G. C. Trewby, of the 
famous Backton Gasworks, North Woolwich, and Mr. Horatio Brothers, of the 
Kensal Green Gasworks—officially visited Dumfries last week for the same purpose, 
at the request of their directors. They superintended the carbonising of a ton of 
cannel coal from Longlee Colliery, Lesmahavo, by the Malam system of treatment, 
and afterwards tested the resulting gas. That variety of gas coal yielded 14,400 cubic 
feet of gas, without taking into consideration that portion which was of 16-candle 
illuminating power and under; and we believe that the luminosity of the gas ex- 
amined was about 28 candles. Messrs. Trewby and Brothers had no hesitation in 
giving a very favourable opinion regarding the system under examination, and ex- 

ressing their intention to report favourably of it to their directors. The Dundee 
rporation Gas Commissioners had the subject under consideration some days ago, 
but they decided to defer taking any action in the meanwhile.

8d. per share would have been sufficient, but he had 
some information from friends of his who were bankers in York, and who were 
large shareholders, who thought it would be better to make a call of 10s. per share, 
and place those who had the manazement of the mine in a position to retrieve its 
credit, and carry it on in a business-like manner. 

A SHAREHOLDER said they had better fix the date for payment of call. 

The CHAIRMAN said that the call would be payable on or before Nov. 16 next, 
at Messrs. Willyams, Willyams, and Company’s Miners’ Bank at Truro. 

A SHAREHOLDER: Will you allow discount ?>——The CHAIRMAN said that 5 per 
cent. discount would be allowed on all payments to that date. 

Mr. HiLTon seconded the resolution. 

A SHAREHOLDER: The call will yield about 15007.?——The CHAIRMAN: Yes; if 
all the calls are paid. 

The resolution was then put and carried. 

A SHAREHOLDER: What is the result if the calls are not paid ?——The Curatr- 
MAN: The shares will be forfeited. 

Mr. CLoae said that the Stannaries Act provided for all that. 

The CHAIRMAN said the next resolution he had to propose wasa serione one, and 
he begged their serious attention to,it :—‘‘ That all accounts, moneys, papers, books, 
vouchers, &c., since the opening of the mine, and now in the hands of Mr. Richard 
Clogg, your purser, and other parties, the property of the adventurers in the West 
Chiverton Mine, be ordered, and are hereby ordered, to be given up to your com- 
mittee. or to whom they may appoint.” Mr. Hinton: I beg to second that. 

Mr. CLoaa: I wish to speak.——The CHaIRMAN: Yon are not a shareholder. 
I know what you are going to say, but you are not a shareholder, and are not in 
order.—tThe resolution was then put and carried. 

The CHAIRMAN: The next resolution is—‘‘ That the adventurers of the West 
Chiverton Mine, having lost all confidence in their officers—Messrs. Richard Clogg 
(purser), Capts. Juleff, Nancarrow, and Nicholls, and James Johns (chief clerk), 
and Messrs. M. Loam and Son (engineers)—agree that they be and are hereby 
dismissed from your service, and that one montli’s salary be paid them instead of 
one month's notice.” 

Mr. J. C. West: I beg to second that. 

Mr. CLoae@ said he protested against the entire proceedings as illegal. He should 
not resign until he was turned out. 

A SHAREHOLDER: Then what is the good of the meeting? 

Mr. CLoce: That is your business. He went on to | that he entered his pro- 
test under legal advice. The proceedings were entirely illegal from beginning to 
end. Headded: “I do not intend resigning, nor do I intend being turned out. 
The works are in my possession, and I will keep in my position.” 

A SHAREHOLDER: I suppose the committee are acting under legal advise also? 

Mr. CLoa@ said he had been advised since he sent out his proxies that under the 
Stannary laws nothing of this sort could be done without special notice being 
given to every shareholder. Ina fortnight such a special notice might be given, 
but until that was done, and the special resolution properly passed, he should hold 
the company’s books. If he had been consulted in a fair and proper manner by 
the committee he would not have thrown any opposition in the way. If the com- 
mittee had consulted him he would at once have shown them that the notice was 
of no use. 

A SHAREHOLDER: As purser you were bound to send out a proper circular, and 
not to fog us in this way. 

Mr. CHAPMAN: Certainly if he sent out a circular it should have been correct. 

Mr. CLoa@ said that when then the notice was sent out he had no idea there was 
oing to be any opposition, and he did not know that any opposition would arise. 
He went on to say, as it might be interesting to the shareholders to know, that 

since he had worked the mine he had sold 36,884 tons of lead, and 545,000/ had been 
the produce. 

Some unimportant remarks passed between Mr. Granville Sharp and Mr. Clogg 
relative to the date of a certain circular, after which the resolution was put to the 
meeting, and carried unanimously. 

Mr. CHAPMAN moved ‘That the committee be requested to continue their ser- 
vices for 12 months, with the remuneration which may be appointed, and with tra- 
velling expenses, to take stock and valuation, and appoint auditors, and call meet- 
ings, and make agreements, and do other things necessary to carry on the proper 
working of the mine. 

Mr. KINNERLY seconded the resolution, which was put and carried. 
Mr. CLoae said he wished his protest to be entered. He should refuse to give 
up the bc oks until a resolution to the effect was properly passed. 
The CHAIRMAN said he thought that there was more than met the eye in this re- 
fusal of the purser to give up the books. 
Mr. GRANVILLE SHARP: It looks very much like it. 
The CHAIRMAN said it was his intention to call in a proper accountant, and have 
the books properly gone into, and he should go to the himself, and spend some 
time there, and have a proper valuation made, and the result properly communi- 
cated to the shareholders. The purser might call the mine an ‘‘old” mine, but he 
believed that if properly worked they had a property of some considerable value. 
Mr. GRANVILLE SHaRpP said he hada reportfrom Mr. Richard Southey, in reply 
to a report issued by Captain Thomas Richards, wiiich he would read to the 
shareholders :— 
Oct. 23.—The report just issued contains a letter from Captain Richards, stating 
that West Chivertun Mine had better be brought to a close, as the working of it 
under present circumstances will never pay; from which I beg to differ, and 
should like to know the meaning of this, as it is a flat contradiction to hls former 
report, for which he was paid the sum of 10 guineas by a company of shareholders 
to report truthfully and faithfully on the condition of the mine. I can, however, 
only come to the conclusion that he has some object in view for his altered 
opinions ; but I have my opinion still, and that, instead of closing the mine, I will 
give the shareholders 5 per cent. for all the materials, if they will leave the things 
standing and pay their own debts. Concerning the expenses which I advised to 
be curtailed, you say that certain operations are necessary for the proper develop- 
ment of the mine; but why not have done them constantly—the shaft has only 
been sunk to the depth of 15 ft. for the last two years ? With regard to the stamps, 
which I said are working at a loss, I know it to be true, because if the ore was 
properly treated it would require no stamps at all; and the quotations mentioned 
as the proceeds since the stamps have been in operation, I take them for what 
they are worth. Iam, however, charged in the report with having little or no 
knowledge of dressing; but I still positively advise the shareholders, even with 
my little knowledge, and can prove it, that crushing ore is preferable to stamping 
it. I trust that my remarks will be read at the meeting.—R. SouTHEY. 
He had also a letter from Mr. James, the engineer, in reply to that of Messrs. 
Loam, the engineer, which wasas follows :— 
“Mr. Loam stated in his letter, which was read at the last meeting by Mr. Clogg, 
the stamps was working under a temporary derangement at the time I was there, 
but to me it did not look likeanything of the sort, as it was working in the same 
state as it had been for years; and if Mr. Loam had said I pointed out the defects 
in the valve gear instead of the party present he would have said what was true, 
but instead of this he has said my report was unfair and untrue. This engine is 
working 32 heads of stamps and a 11-in. lift, 7 fms. deep, and not 10, as stated by 
Mr. Loam. I take for an average weight of each head 600 Ibs., and each head to 
lift five times to one turn of the axle, 9 in. high, and 10strokes per minute. This 
will give a total load of 720,000 Ibs. lifted 1 ft. high in one minute, equal to 22 horses ; 
7 fms. of 11 in. lift 1732lbs; this lifted 10 strokes per minute; and 9 ft. stroke, 
ual to a load of 155,880 Ibs., lifted 1 ft. high in 1 minute, is equal to 5. I notice 
Mr. Loam remarks respecting the stuff being drawn over an incline of 100 fms., 
for which I have allowed 10 tons of coal per month; but the work does not amount 
to more than l-horse power, so that the actual horse-power employed is only 28 
instead of 50, as stated by Mr. Loam. In conclusion, I do not hesitate to say that 
if Hawk’s engines and Glubb’s whim were made like ordinary engines for air, 
they would be tolerably good engines ; and this can be done with very little expense, 
and the saving of cval will not be less than 100 tons per month.—THOMAS JAMES.” 
A desultory conversation ensued, and Mr, Clogg still adhered to his intention of 
not giving up the books and papers. 
A SHAREHOLDER said that Mr. Clogg was not a shareholder. 
Mr. CLoae said he held shares for three weeks after the formation of the com- 
pany, and he then gave them up, thinking that agents and pursers should not be 
jobbers in the market. 
Mr. GRANVILLE SHARP: If they do not do it directly they may do it indirectly. 
The CHAIRMAN: I have held 100 shares from the commencement, and I have 
never sold one; my opinion of the mine is as good as ever, if it is fairly and 
honestly worked. 
Some discussion ensued as to the calling of a special meeting in about a fortnight, 
so that all doubt may be removed as to the resolution having been legally passed, 
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and eventually it was resolved to leave the calling of the special meeting to the 
committee. 
A vote of thanks to the Chairman and committee closed the proceedings. 





HERopDsFooT.—The usual four-monthly meeting was held at the 
mine on Tuesday (Mr. Matthew Loam in the chair), when the accounts for the 
16 weeks’ working (May 2 to August 22) showed a profit of 17/, 10s.

Specimens of the ore have been forwarded 
to Cape Town, and it is said that it can be obtained in any quantities, and at no 
great expense in labour, there being already a considerable weight at the mine 
ready for transport to the colony. It contains a favourable percentage of gold, 
nickel, and silver, being estimated at worth 20/. per ton in England. The upper 
portion of the creek at the gold fields continues to furnish heavy gold to the claim- 
holders, One gentleman receives the average return of 140z. ver day from one 
claim. The arrival of a number of Australians at Delagoa Bay is an event of con- 
siderable importance, so far as the Transvac and its gold fields are concerned. They 
have gone there for business, and intend to succeed if possible. 


PrercussIvE Rock DriLLs,—Major BEAUMONT, of Westminster 
Chambers, Victoria-street,.uas patented some improvements in rock or stone drill- 
ing or horing machinery. The invention relates to percussive rock drills, wherein 
the motion of the drill piston is effected by fluid pressure admitted and exhausted 
to and from the drill cylinder by means of a piston valve, which is also moved by 
fluid pressure controlled by the motion of the drill piston. According to the pre- 
sent improvement, the valve casing consists of a central chamber containing a 
piston, which is moved to and fro by admitting and exhausting the fluid pressure 
to and from the chamber through ports communicating alternately with a recess 
in the drill piston, which is always open to exhaust, and with the space in the drill 
cylinder beyond the piston. The valve casing has also two end chambers open at 
their outer ends, and communicating with the fluid pressure supply pipe, and with 
the ends of the drill cylinder. In these end chambers are piston valves connected 
by stems to the piston in the central chamber, so that the motion of the piston is 
imparted to them in such manner that they alternately admit the fluid pressure 
into the drill cylinder, and allow it to escape through the open ends of the valve 
chambers. The partial rotation of the drill at each stroke is effected by a rod enter- 
ing a cavity in the drill piston, and passing through the back end of the drill cy- 
linder, beyond which the rod is provided with a helical twist which passes through 
a ratchet wheel. On the backward motion of the drill piston, it pushes the rod 
through the ratchet wheel which, being held stationary by a pawl, causes the rod, 
and with it the drill piston and drill, to be partially rotated. On the forward 
motion of the drill piston it pulls the rod forward, and this causes the ratchet wheel 
to turn, the backward rotation of the rod and drill piston being prevented by a 
second ratchet wheel through which the rod passes, and which turns with the rod 
during its backward motion, but is prevented by a pawl from turning during the 
forward motion of the rod. On this second ratchet wheel is a pinion in gear with 
a pinion on a screwed sleeve, carried by the drill cylinder through which sleeve 
passes a screw spindle fixed to the framing of the drill, so that, as the second 
ratchet wheel revolves it turns the sleeve on the screw spindle, and thus causes the 
drill cylinder to advance as the work of boring pro 8. 


PorTABLE ENGINES.—Messts. CLAYTON and SHUTTLEWORTH, of 
Lincoln, have patented an invention which relates to improvements in the mode 
of securing the road wheel axles to the boilers of portable engines, and consists in 
the adoption of circular discs of wrought, cast, or malleable cast-iron secured by 
bolts or otherwise, one on each side of the boiler shell containing the fire-box of 
portable engines, and each formed with a tapered hole through its central portion 
(diminishing from the inner face of the disc or shell of the boiler), into which, and 
projecting through the outer face of the same, the axle formed with a correspond- 
ing taper at its inner end is fitted and secured by studs screwed from the inner face 
of the disc into corresponding holes tapped diametrically, half into the discs and 
half into the axles, or any other system of keys, screws, rivets, or pins that may be 
found most effective. 


Trn-PLATE CuTTINGsS.—Mr. J. STUART, of 34, Church-lane, Lime- 
house, chemist, has patented some improvements in separating the metal tin from 
the iron in tin-plate cuttings and scraps, and in obtaining the metals, tin and iron, 
separate for use; also in the manufacture of sulphate of ammonia, chloride of am- 
monium, sulphate of iron, and sulphate of zinc. The invention consists in sub- 
jecting tin-plate cuttings and scraps to the action of dilute —— acid and at- 
mospheric air, or to the action of dilute sulphuric acid and nitric acid, or dilute 
sulphuric acid and nitrous acid or hydrochloric acid, and any of the above combi- 
nations or compounds of oxygen and nitrogen, when the tin is separated from the 
iron, and remains in solution, from which it is precipitated in the form of metal b 
placing in the liquor plates of zinc. The sulphates and chloride above meation 
are obtained in the process as bye-products. 


CoaL Tar Propucts.—Messrs. LOwk and Grit, of Manchester, 
manufacturing chemists, have patented some improvements in the manufacture 
and separation of certain mixed coal tar products. The object of the invention is 
to effect and facilitate the separation of carbolic acid from the cresyllic and other 
liquid tar acids. The nature of this invention is (1) to submit the partially or 
wholly hydrated mixtures of tar acids above-mentioned to the sufficiently prolonged 
action of temperatures varying between 15° Fahr. and 56° Fahr. ; (2) to separate by 
suitable means the more or less hydrated carbolic acid crystals thus formed from 
the mother liquors containing the liquid tar acids and a residue of carbolic acid 
dissolved in them ; (3) to effect complete’pnrification of the more or less hydrated 
carbolic acid crysta!s thus obtained by re-crystallisation, either by partial fusion or 
solution in water, with subsequent refrigeration ; and (4) to prepare carbolic acid of 
high or complete degrees of purity by dehydrating the partially or wholly purified 
more or less hydrated carbolic acid crystals above mentioned. 

TREATING LEAD.—Messrs. Luck, Son, and Rozan, of Marseilles, 
manufacturers, have patented an improvement in the processs of, and apparatus 
for, desilvering and refining lead. This invention relates to improvements in the 
process and apparatus for refining and desilvering lead, described in Cc. D. Abel's 
specification, No. 2292, of 1869 According to the present invention, air or other 
compressible gas is employed in place of steam for oxidising the impurities of the 
lead, and producing its ebulliton and ——— crystallisation, the air or gas —- 
forced in through a pipe passing horizontally into the cauldron containing the le: 
near the bottom thereof. The pipe is provided with a cock or valve for regulating 





or cutting off the supply of air or gas.

has been famed for its varied and wonderful metalliferous treasures. Tothem, and 
to a host of intermediate authors, the lodes seen at the surface; the methods, 
primitive or vastly improved, of developing these deposits, or of searching for 
similar ones ; and the infinite variety of precious mineralogica] products disclosed 
by the prosecution of mining industries have formed topics of the deepest interest. 
While their records will ever be valuable to the student and the literary man, and 
are sure to be more and more appreciated, not less interesting to the present gene- 
ration are the economical rssults of the explorations carried on in this strip of 
country—7 or 8 miles in length by 1% or 2 miles in breadth. It is well known 
that a large portion of its subterranean riches have been derived from certain master 
lodes which run throughout about 8 miles of this tract. But far beyond these main 
arteries of metal—by-the- bye, were they once conduits through which pulsated molten 
fluids, whose ebb and flow were governed by a huge incandescent central heart, or 
did the constant dip of water silently deposit tin and copper ?—there are other and 
numerous sources of wealth. From Levant, with its inexhaustible resources, to 
Wheal Cunning, and still further south, where fine tin is found at shallow 
depths, such master lodes may abound. But Balleswidden, Boscaswell, and a host 
of other enterprises—most of them undera temporary cloud, yet declared by judges 
who have nothing to gain by misrepresentation, to be even now the finest setts in 
the parish—prove that immense undeveloped wealth lurks elsewhere than by the 
margin of the sea.

PROFITS ON CORNISH MrinEs.—Mr. Lemon, the founder of the 
Cornish family of that name, of which the late Sir Charles Lemon was the last re- 
presentative, is said to have real'sed in one year alone (1758) from the Gwennap 
copper mines, of which Wheal Fortune was the principal, the sum of 140,0002. 
During the first fortnight’s work at Wheal Virgin, copper ore was sold to the value 
of 5700/., and during the following three weeks ore, value 9500/., was sold, the cost 
of raising the former quantity being only 100/., and that of the latter a trifle over 
2007, That was something like the profits realised by adventurers in Cornish mines 
in “the good old times.” The late Sir Charles Lemon is said to have been in the 
receipt of a realised income of over 12,000/. at the time of his death. The lite Mr. 
Daniell, of Trelissick, was at one time, it is stated, receiving a guinea per minute 
profit from Wheal Towan alone, in the parish of 8t.

REMARKS.—The business transacted during the week has been of 
a limited character, and prices generally have been, perhaps, hardly 
so strong; but, since the unexpected announcement on Thursday last 
that there would be no alteration in the official rate of discount, there 
has been somewhat more disposition evident to execute orders. 
Contraction continues in most branches of the metal trade, and com- 
plaints are very general to the effect that the return to activity in trade should be 
so long delayed. In proof of the general dulness which prevails, it is averred that 
the amount of trade bills in circulation is unusually small, that the Revenue returns 
exhibit a marked falling off, the railway traffic returns are also not so good as was 
hoped, and the tendency to lower prices in many metals is undeniable evidence 
that the market is destitute of life. It is hardly probable that any material altera- 
tion for the better is likely to take place before the turn of the year. The low 
figure at which the Bank reserve stands seems to foreshadow probably greater 
stringency in the money market : and asthe Northern ports close, and the Christmas 
season advances, business generally usually becomes less extended. 

Copprr.—During the early part of the week copper showed a 
slight tendency to recede, in consequence of sluggishness in de- 
mand, accompanied by increased stiffness in the money market, 
but after it became known that the Bank directors had separated 
without making any advance in the rate of discount a firmer tone 
was imparted, and this has been strengthened by the announce- 
ment of the charters for the last fortnight in September being in all 1000 tons, or 
3100 tons for the month. The price of Chili produce the previous month being 
$16°70, and present quotations $16°95. The charters, too, for the previous month 
were 4200 tons. All these facts combined, especially when the reduction in stocks 
of Chili produce held in Liverpool and Swansea are considered, has given stability 
in the market, and sellers are less disposed to operate at all, unless for very mode 
rate quantities. and at full rates, The statistical position of the metal having for 
some time past been so solidly and steadily improving, there can be but little 
doubt that higher prices must ultimately rule, and that very shortly if the de- 
liveries continue to go on at the same rate as heretofore, — : f ; 

Iron.—The slowness with which orders for rail way iron find their 
way into the market has the effect of adding to the general quiet- 
ness of the trade, Were it not that in this department there is so 
little doing, the position of the market would be vastly improved, 
As it is, however, the support afforded consists almost entirely in 
the demand for pig-iron, and for ordinary varieties of finished iron, 
for whioh in some districts there isa fair enquiry. The shipments to the Baltic, 
which have been going forward for some time past, are now drawing to a close, 
and attention is being diverted from this direction to the Continent, from various 
quarters of which there has been a fair enquiry. The manufacture of pig iron is on 
the increase, and now that the season for shipping to the Northern ports is draw- 
ing to a close, it is probable that stocks may show an increase before long, and 
quotations may consequently fall, For many months past the Seotch market has 


to come, and the makers of ordinary singles of all kinds have a complain of, 
sheet-iron for galvanising purposes being in active demand. The demand for 
marked Staffordshire bars has improved here this week. The Earl of Dudley's, 
W. Barrows and Sons, ‘‘ BBH,” Phillip Williams and Sons’ “ Mitre,” and the 
“Lion” brand being in constant request. We have hada good business in s« cond- 
class Staffordshire bars, which are quite as firm as they were 14 days since, and 
from all we can learn we believe that export orders, which have been locked up for 
some time, are now finding their way into the market. The wire-rod trade is im- 
proving, aud the tin-plate trade certainly looks more encouraging. We have no 
change to notice in the iron trade of the West Coast. The market at Barrow on 
Monday was rather flat. The Middlesborough market on Tuesday was firm for 
pigs at late prices. At Glaxgow Scotch pigs are a little lower. The market for 
finished iron in Middlesbrough and Wales is quiet and inanimate. 





Messrs. James and Shakspeare—CoppER: No transactions have 
taken place in furnace material by private contract since our last issue, but at the 
Swansea Ticketing, on the 20th inst., 1749 tons of ore, averaging 1454 per cent. 
produce, fetched an average price of 15s. 10d. per unit, stuff of high percentage 
realising 16s. 3d. We are still waiting advice of the Chilli charters for last half of 
September, and, pending their receipt, importers of bars have totally abstained 
from selling, being apparently without fresh advices of new importations, and 
such stock as they may have here being held for much higher values than those 
now or lately pe A Values, however, have receded during the week about 
20s. per ton, without creating any particular improvement in the demand, such 
parcels as were disposed of being sales from second hands, and barely amount- 
ing in the whole to 300tons. The market is just now very easily influenced 
by the most trifling causes, and at our last values we really believe that it would 
be impossible either to buy or sell, except to a mostinsignificant extent. Judging 
from present appearances, the statistics at the end of the month will present but 
little variation as compared with those of the 1st inst.; it is, however, to be noted 
that, should the demand for the last quarter of the year be up to the average of 
the preceding portion, we should probably see figures on Jan. 1 next stand ata 
lower point than has been witnessed for many years past. Australian sorts are 
totally neglected, and, with the exception of a re-sale of Wallaroo cake for prompt 
cash, on private terms, we have not heard of any transaction. English deserip- 
tions still continue steady; but, though smelters complain of a slack demand, 
they refuse to make any concession which would enable them to secure orders,—— 
TiN: English continues quiet, and smelters are accepting a reduction of ls. per 
ewt. on their late quotations. A tolerably good trade has been done in Foreign 
during the week, but it was almost totally confined to Australian, which is now 
taking a leading position in the market, consumers finding it equally suitable to 
their requirements, although the quality is scarcely so regular as that of Straits, 
the smelters in Sydney and Brisbane (with the exception ot the Torrens Company 
being apparently unaware of the necessity of sending over metal of a clean 
nature and uniform standard. Hence it arises that stuff which is inherently good 
and fine presents a rough and dirty appearance when submitted to the usual 
test applied in this country, and can only be used by those who have means for re- 
fining at their disposai, At the ticketing of ore on the 20th inst. 8 tons were with- 
drawn, and the remainder sold as follows :—Australian, 4 tons inferior, 15/. 10s. 
per ton ; 8 tons good, 38/, 10s., at 48/. 10s. per ton; 46 tons fine, 50/. 10s., at 56/. 5s. 
per ton. Peruvian, 7 tons good, 37/. 10s., at 45/. perton. For the sale on 3rd prox., 
only 8 tons Australian are declared, and as the supplies from that country are now 
mostly sent in metal, we expect these sales will henceforth lose the importance 
which has hitherto been attached to them. 


Messrs. Henry Rogers, Sons, and Co.—CopPEr: The absence of news 
from the West Coast, together with the advance in money, has apparently checked 
the upward movement in copper.

THE LABOUR LAWS COMMISSION. 


Tho preliminary report of the Commission appointed last session 
to enquire into the laws affecting labour was issued a few days 
since, and so far is by no means favourable to the views of the 
various trades’ leaders who so long have been agitating for an en- 
quiry into the Masters and Servants Act, the Law of Conspiracy, 
and the Criminal Law Amendment Act. It will be recollected that 
Mr. MAcpONALD, M.P., having been appointed one of the commis- 
sioners, was much blamed by Mr, Porrrr and other leaders of trades’ 
associations for accepting the position, as they considered that the 
laws should be condemned without enquiry. The evidence already 
given, however, as to the working of the Masters and Servants Act 
of 1867 shows that working men are more in favour of it than 
otherwise. The commissioners, it may be said, propose to report 
on the various Acts as a whole, confining their first one to the Act 
of 1867, Amongst the witnesses examined were stipendiary magis- 
trates, ironmasters, colliery proprietors, manufacturers, and others, 
and their evidence puts a very different complexion on the working 
of the Act to what we have been in the habit of hearing from those 
who assume the right of speaking in the name of the working 
classes. In answer to questions put to him, Mr. IANNAy, the police 
magistrate, stated that the l4th section, which related to punish- 
ment for apgravated misconduct, had never been brought into ope- 
ration during his experience. This shows that injury to the pro- 
perty of an employer, or to the person, through gross negligence, 
is of very rare occurrence. His own experience was, that the Act 
was very acceptable to the men as a ready means for remedying any 
grievance they had to complain of, for a summons only cost them 
2s., whilst the cases could be heard three days after the issuing of 
the summonses, This, in our opinion, is not only cheap but speedy 
justice. 

Mr. BLECKLY, of the Dallam Forges Company, Warrington, gave 
his experience of the working of the Act as it had affected his 
own workmen, for he had to call it into requisition. All their, he 
said, machinery was driven by steam-power, and the furnaces which 
melt the iron also raised the steam, so that if a number of the men 
choose to leave off work at any time then all the works would be 
stopped, and the metal in the furnaces would, consequently, be 
wasted. This is a state of things that would apply to a large 
number of the works in all parts of the kingdom, and which has 
led on many occasions to large bodies of workmen being forced 
into idleness by the conduct of a few. But Mr, BLECKLY illus- 
trates his position by what took place at his works a couple of years 








COAL MINING IN THE RHONDDA VALLEY. 


The colliery engineers of England must see to their laurels. We 
have been accustomed to look to the North of England for the 
smartest things in colliery work, as well in relation to the drawing 
of the mineral after it has been won, as in the winning of it; butit 
is South Wales which now comes to the front. How great a change 
has come over that district in the past quarter of a century! There 
are some of us still living who remember the time at which itis said 
that Sir James DuKE and the manager of certain of the Thames 
steamers had found their way to the Angel Inn, at Cardiff, in search 
of the pits whence had been obtained certain coal which had been 
sent from South Wales to London; 10 tons had been forwarded to 
the metropolis in a Welsh vessel. For domestic purposes it was 
found so unfit that the person into whose hands it passed applied 
to a dealer to take itfromhim, By the dealer it was sold for a mere 
trifle to the manager of the Thames steamers aforesaid. The captain 
of one of the steamers reported that the coal was the best he had 
ever used, alike as to its great heat, and the small amount of its 
smoke. The manager applied to the dealer for more of the coal. 
The dealer could not supply it and the only information he could 
afford to the steamboat manager was that the fuel came from South 
Wales. And in search of more it was that the manager and Sir 
JAMES DUKE found their way first to Bristol and thence to Cardiff. 
Whilst at their hotel, as the story has it, a servant came into the 
room with a scuttle of coal. One of the travellers examined the 
contents of the scuttle, and said to his companion, “ Why, here is 
the very article we are in search of!” They rang for the landlord, 
and said, ‘ You havea curious kind of coal here; where did you get 
it from?” The landlord replied that he ‘ Wished he had never seen 
the coal ; it would not burn well; it covered the house with dust ; 
and it came from a place 20 miles off.” The travellers, it is asserted, 
at once went to the pits and engaged to take any quantity that could 
be supplied. Soon after this, we are told, Welsh coal became cele- 
brated throughout the world for steam purposes. That it retains 
its celebrity at the present day need not be stated here, nor need it 
be set forth that the position is likely to be maintained. 

Nor is there any necessity for pointing out that whilst there were 
some few years ago instances only too notable of the absence of a 
class of management not so complete as al] who are jealous for the 
honour of coal mining in Great Britain could have desired, still that 
there are in South Wales, associated with the steam coal trade, 
mining engineers who reasonably fear comparison with none of their 
fellows elsewhere. Many have been the facilities which colliery 
engineers have had placed within their reach for the bringing out 
of the pits in a minimum of time the maximum of coal, since Mr. 
Curr, of Sheftield, introduced at the end of the last century wood 
conductors for guiding corves, “by the aid of which,” he asserted, 
“that he could draw from 140 yards depth in half a minute.” “ Yet 
for years (says Mr. WARINGTON SmyrH) he found but little re- 
sponse; they were applied at a few of the Midland pits, and about 
1827 by the late Mr. Hotwery at Welton Hill, near Midsnomer 
Norton. In the North they began to make their way between 1835 
and 1840.” Given, either these wood conductors or the conductors 
made of round bar-iron, such as are used in many pits in Lanca- 
shire, or, again, the stout wire-rope conductors also employed with 
much success in that county, and asuitable engine; and coal may be 
drawn at a velocity that Mr. Curr could not have anticipated when 
he specified 140 yards asa maximum depth from which he could 
draw in lialf a minute. There are, perhaps, some half-a-dozen col- 
lieries at which there have been laid down very powerful engines, 
as well of the horizontal as of the vertical class. Monkwearmouth, 
Dukinfield (Cheshire), North Seaton, Cinder Hill (Notts), at (Cali- 
fornia Pit) Kirkless Hall, and Seaton Deleval may be mentioned as 
possessing such first-class machinery. Depthsin all these cases vary 
considerably, and wire flat rope mostly is used for drawing. The 
majority of these engines bring up four tubseach per journey. Still, 
however excellent their arrangements, we have not heard of either 
one of these collieries or, indeed, any other, having succeeded in 
bringing up over 1000 tons in 12 hours, 

It has been reserved for our friends in South Wales to accomplish 
this, and more. Mr, D. Evans and Mr. THomas JongEs, the mana- 
gers of the colliery of Messrs. Davirs and Sons, at Ferndale, re- 
solved to doa smart thing in colliery winding on Thursday, last 
week. The colliery got a good name in this respect several years 
ago, when, under the management of Mr. BEDLINGTON and Mr. 
Davip REEs, as many as 801 trams were raised in one day. This 
was to be quite outdone on the recent Thursday, and so confident 
were the present managers that they should accomplish what they 
had determined to do that in the morning they sent to the pit’s 
mouth no fewer than 103 coal wagons and 4 powerful locomotives, 
All the rank and file of the pit knew pretty well what was to be 
done; it was to be a red-letter day; and the families of the work- 





ago, and which we give in his own words, He said— 

“To keep our particular works going we have to consume (say) 250 tons of coal 
per day, which are wheeled to the furnaces in barrows from the railway trucks. 
This we let tu one man, and he employs men under him to do the work who are 
not our servants. These men came to the manager and said, ‘ We do not want the 
man to have this job, but we want it ourselves.’ He said, ‘I cannot let you have 
the job without giving him a fortnight's notice.’ In the afternoon of the same day 
the men who wheeled out the ashes from the furnaces came and said, ‘ Unless you 
settle to let the coal wheelers have the job away from the contractor we will do 
no more work,’ although they (the ash wheelers) were their servants. He asked 
them, ‘What interest have you in it?’ ‘None at all, excepting that unless you 
choose to give them this job we shall not wheel the ashes.” The consequence was 
that the ashes not being withdrawn from under the furnaces they were brought to 
astand. In this state of things other men were not willing to undertake the work. 
I do not doubt that we lost from 150/. to 200/. by the perversity of the men strik- 
ing from no complaint of their own. Some hundreds of men who were working 
might have been thrown out of employment, and were partially so by the obsti- 
nacy of a few men, who left the town in a few days, so that there was no getting 
any redress from them.” 

The above is by no means an isolated case of the capriciousness and 
perversity of a few men, who can sacrifice their own interest with- 
out obtaining the least present or remote benefit, but take sides 
with others, careless of the consequences. Not only in our iron- | 
making and mining, but also in our manufacturing, districts have 
we knowna few men to “set down” large works, and throw hun- 
dreds idle. Further than that, we may say that one of the lar est 
collieries in South Yorkshire—the Oaks—employing several hun- 
dreds of men, was thrown idle by a number of boys, who refused to 
go to work unless certain concessions were made to them. And | 
this is by no means an exceptional case, for it is of rather frequent | 





people, entering into the spirit of the thing, were out of doors, not 
only when the trucks and four engines went up the Valley, but 
likewise throughout most of the day. The winding-engine was in 
charge during the earlier half of the day of one J. JonEs, and in the 
other part of E. Lewis. The first is described as doing his work 
well; but of the other it is said that he far outdid his friend JonEs, 
inasmuch as from 2 till 5 o’clock in the afternoon he kept winding 
at the rate of 100 trams an hour. When 7 o’clock had arrived, and 
the engine had been drawing from 7 in the morning, it was found 
that 1105 trams had been brought to bank, which enabled 10414 tons 
to be put into the wagons and sent away to Cardiff for shipment. 
All this output was in addition to the house coal drawn up at the 
same time, and disposed of in what is termed the “usual way.’ 
Messrs, Evans and JONES have to be congratulated upon their 
spirit. They believe that not only is this velocity of drawing un- 
equalled in the pit annals of South Wales, but that no single shaft 
elsewhere has ever produced so large a quantity in the same time. 
When, during the recent coal dearth, fuel was so very valuable great 
efforts were put forth to keep the winding gear running at the top

OUR EXPORT IRON TRADE. 


The demand for our railway iron in the Australian group of colonies 
has been so vigorous this year that the Australias now rank fourth 
in the list of our external customers for rails and accessories. Thus, 
in the nine months ending Sept. 30 this year we sent Russia 
120,251 tons of our railway iron; the United States—great even in 
their decadence as consumers of English railway material— 
85,454 tons; Sweden and Norway, 62,200 tons; and Australia, 
61,487 tons. Increased activity has been exhibited in the construc- 
tion of State Indian Railways, but British India, with all the re- 
sources at the command of the Secretary of State for Indiain Council, 
only purchased 55,746 tons of our railway material in the first nine 
months of 1874, the superior vigour of independent little communi- 
ties like South Australia, or Victoria, or New South Wales, being 
thus clearly indicated. Officialism, however carefully controlled, 
and however intelligently directed, is still officialism, and cannot be 
compared for a moment with independentinitiative. There is pro- 
bably a good deal of red tape in the Australian colonies as well as 
in British India, but among the Australians there is a healthy public 
opinion which is not to be found among Anglo-Indians, or at any 
rate among the “sable millions ” of Hindostan, Hence, when once 
Australians resolve upon having new railways they are carried out 
with far more vigour and energy than are displayed in the various 
grades of Indian officialism. 

As regards the United States, there has been during the last two 
or three months a gradual revival from the disasters of the great 
panic, and such American systems as the Illinois Central, the Penn 
sylvania, the Baltimore and Ohio, and the Philadelphia and Reading, 
have regained a solid credit, which enables them to undertake very 
extensive works. But inthe wide West, and in the stagnant South, 
credit is very sick indeed, and without credit nothing can very well 
be done in the matter of railway construction. The “ grangers”— 
who may be said to be the queerest political economists whom the 
world has ever produced—have struck a deadly blow at Westerl 
American railway credit, and by consequence at Western Americal 
railway construction, and tosome extent also at Western Americaa 
railway maintenance. Thisstate of thingshas, of course, a tendency 
to restrict in some measure the demand for our rails, as well as for 
American rails in the United States. There can be no doubt that, 
although there has been a recovery of credit in the States imme 
diately adjoining the Atlantic seaboard, the idea still lingers toler- 
ably strongly in the American mind—and lingers, too, with a g0o 
deal of justice—that there has been a large amount of railway over’ 
building in the great Republic, and that there must be a pause, 
cordingly, in the work of construction. All these causes combine? 
have helped to reduce the demand for our rails in the United States; 
but, after all, the most adverse circumstance with which English 
ironmasters have had to deal has been the progress of American 7 
tallurgy, and the consequently increased competition which has h 
to be sustained with American rails and other descriptions of iro. 

The Canadian demand for our rails has been substantial this yest, 
having attained an aggregate to Sept. 30 of 55,746 tons, as one 
pared with 49,513 tons in the corresponding period of 1873, and 68,7 > 
tons in the corresponding period of 1872. The chief Canadian po 
tems—the Grand Trunk, the Great Western, and the N orthern—ar 
no doubt, being improved as regards their road-bed, and siding’ 
which are being added to them, also absorb a rather considera i 
quantity of materiel; at the same time, Canadian railway ¢ der 
must just now be pronounced weak, and it is a matter of ee ws 
able doubt whether there has not been the same tendency to! the 
over-building among the Canadians as has been exhibited during - 
last five or ten years in the United States. Anyhow, the deman 1ike 
our railway iron among the Canadians does not show anything lays 
the amount of vigour which the corresponding demand ood 
among the Australians.

BLASTING EXPERIMENTS IN NortH WaALEs,—Reference was 
made in last week’s Mining Journal to a large blasting experiment 
made at Minera, near Wrexham, on the previous Wednesday for the 

urpose of testing the power of a new blasting powder invented, 
but not yet patented, by Messrs. Curtis and Harvey. The weight of 
the powder exploded was 1 ton, and there is little doubt that much 
was contributed to the success of the experiment by the excellent 
quality of the time fuses used. These were specially manufactured 
by Messrs. Bennetts, of the Roskear Fuse Works, Camborne, and the 
yesult was very satisfactory, as they burnt prompt to the specified 
time—20 minutes. The object of the experiments was to show that 
gunpowder, if properly made, can develope a power amply sufficient 
for all purposes to which it is usual to applyit. Theentire amount 
of rock displaced was estimated by several engineers present at 
from 25,000 to 30,000 tons, and the disintegration is so complete 
that it is stated it will obviate the necessity for further blasting for 
the next six months,

MrvinG IN INptA.—The opinion is entertained in Delhi that the 
project of developing iron manufacture in India runsa risk of being 
buried under a mass of foolscap and red tape. It is remarked that 
Mr, Bauerman was called on by the Government to decide the diffi- 
cult question of the value of the ores in India, the facilities for ob- 
taining fuel of the right kind and quantity, and generally the pro- 
spect of the manufacture. At Delhi the portion of the report re- 
ferring to the Kumaon Ironworks has naturally attracted the most attention. 
The only analyses which Mr. Bauerman found seemed to show the presence of 
arsenic, and he pointed out that tco much money had been expended on machine 
shops and workmen’s and managers’ houses instead of limiting expenditure to 
erection of good furnaces and iron-making plant. The works at Kopartal and 
Ramgurh he considers to be quite worthless, and altogether his report is unfavour- 
able; but with regard to the quality of the iron and facilities for working it, the 
reports of Colonel Ramsay and various practical men who have examined the dis- 
triet district directly contradict Mr. Bauerman. The Government Commissioner 
reports that the iron made has been tested as regards quality and strength both in 
England an‘ at Roorkee. Practical men like Mr. Sowerby and Mr. Julius Ramsay 
have in their capacities as managers of ironworks left on record their opinions ; 
and, lastly, he continues, the proofs of what has been and can be done are to be 
foundin the books of the Kumaon Iron Company. All these papers are in the 
possession or at the disposal of the Government. Itis remarked that “ Mr. Bauer- 
man, the prophet who was called in to bless, but instead of blessing uttered a 
carse, Was metaphorically pelted out of the Kumaon division by the indignant 
Commissioner with the ores which he condemned.” The Commissioner is of 
opinion that under a proper system of manigement iron can be made there at a 
cheaper rate than it can be imported from England. Referring to one glaring in- 
accuracy in Mr. Bauerman’s report, his assertion that there is not much iron ore 
at Ramgurh, the Commissioner says that if he refers to the ore collected on the 

ound he is right, but to state that the mines are deficient in quantity or qnality 
is too ridiculous, for the entire country is one mass of iron. The fact is, he con 
tinues, he went nowhere, and contented himself with but a few hours observation 
from the main road, instead of making, as he should have done, several days patient 
juvestigation. While on this subject the Delhi Gazette would draw attention to 
the Nahun Ironworks, upon which the Raja has spent an immense deal of money 
without, we fear, reaping much profit. If it were possible by assisting the Raja 
with a grant of money, or in any other way to develope successfully this branch 
of industry, we think the money would be well spent, for the iron capable of being 
manufactured at Nahun is, we believe, very good, and it only requires a short 
tramway of some 14 miles to render it available to the market ; besides which, 
although there is no political or actual obligation on the Government to assist an 
independent chief in a matter of this kind, yet there is in some sense a moral obli- 
gation, and it is desirable, wherever it is possible to do so, to aid all such efforts 
by the rulers to improve the condition of the native States.

REPORT FROM CORNWALL, 


Oct, 22.—The feeling in favour of a prospect of a more substan- 
tial rise in the tin standard is by no means checked. That prog- 
nostications of matters remaining as they are for some months at 
least to come should be followed so soon by a rise has, as we said 
last week, by no moans strengthened confidence in the substantial 
accuracy of these forecasts, and we should not be at all surprised 
to find tin ruling a much better figure before the year closes. Time 
will show. As it is, advantage has been taken of the advance by 
some of the mines that have been stocking. Wheal Owles is one of 
these, having sold best tin at 58/. 5s,—25s, beyond the previous 
rates received for this tin. 

The mine rating appeals have come up again as usual at the 
Quarter Sessions to be again respited. We had thought that after 
the passing of the Rating Bill, which brings all our mines within 
the rating net, that we should hear no more of the action of the 
Liskeard Guardians. But it seems that while they are satisfied as 
to the future they are by no means satisfied as to the past, and that 
they will endeavour to sustain the liability of the mines in the 
Union to be rated under the old law, so far as regards the rate to 
which they were assessed. The question is likely to be settled now 
very soon after the long vocation comes to an end. 

A topic of discussion at the Cornwall Sessions was the very 
awkward delay which now frequently takes place in the holding 
of inquests in regard to mereaccidents. According to the law, when 
the Coroner is informed of the death, in itself a process not always 
of the quickest, he has to give 48 hours’ notice in writing to the In- 
spector of Mines—Dr. Foster—and by the time the inquest can be 
held it not unfrequently happens that the body is in an advanced 
stage of decomposition. Dr. Foster, who, while he carries out the 
law firmly and strictly, is not bound by red tape, has aided in cut- 
ting the knot by consenting to receive notices by telegraph, and the 
county magistrates have agreed to pay the cost of the telegrams 
and the railway fares of the policemen travelling to give notice to 
the Coroner. 

The West Chiverton controversy is a matter that appears to us to 
require further ventilation before one can venture to pronounce an 
opinion upon it. That matters should be as bad as are represented 
seems incredible, and we hope the whole business will be fully and 
fairly discussed in the presence of all the parties concerned. Atthe 
time we write the proceedings appear to partake very much of the 
nature of a surprise.

CAUTION TO THE AGENTS AND PURSERS OF M1InES.—Mr. Harris, 
the purser of Frank Mills Mine, was summoned before the county magistrates at 
Exeter for infringing section 10 of the Metalliferous Mines Regulation Act, which 
requires that the owner or agent of a mine should, on or before Aug. 1 every year, 
send to the Inspector of the district a correct return specifying the number of per- 
sons employed and quantity of mineral raised or sold during the year ended on the 
preceding Dec. 31. Mr. H Michelmore, who appeared on behalf of Dr. Le Neve 
Foster, the Government Inspector of Mines, stated that a proper form for the return 
had been sent to the mine in January last, and that in Mareh a cireular was sent 
asking for the return, and in April a letter. No notice had been taken of any of 
these ; infact the return had only been received that very morning from Mr. Harris. 
Mr. Michelmore stated that it was not the wish of Dr. Le Neve Foster, the Govern- 
ment Inspecter, to press for the full penalty of 20/., but he wished to call the atten 
tion of agents and pursers of mines to the Act, and show them that it would have 
to be obeyed. Mr. Harris, who did not appear, was fined 4/, 9s.—a l/, penalty and 
3/, 93. for expenses and costs.

With 117 furnaces in blast, the production of Pig-Iron is exceeding 
the demand, and this has caused makers to give way in price, and 
though reluctantly, holders of warrants have had to follow suit.

REPORT FROM DERBYSHIRE AND YORKSHIRE, 


Oct. 22.—Mining operations have undergone but little change in 
Derbyshire during the last week or two. The production of lead 
ore is of about an average character, and one or two companies, it 
is understood, are being formed for working some of the mines, 
many of which have long been standing. With the introduction of 
a fair amount of capital there is little doubt but many mines long 
closed could be profitably worked if provided with efficient ma- 
chinery. But too many small concerns have been opened out by 
those who had no capital whatever, and,as might be expected under 
such circumstances, success has been out of the question. The 
Messrs, Wass, who work their mines with all modern appliances, 
are the most successful of those engaged in raising lead ore and 
smelting it. Coal mining is still steady and good, but new fields are 
being opened out, there evidently being no lack of capital for the 
working of coal, whilst there is no difficulty in selling collieries at 
work, although some of those purchased last year when prices were 
so very high have not turned out equal to the expectations of the 
buyers. The demand for house coal for the metropolis has been 
well kept up, so that the tonnage going from Langley Mill, Clay 
Cross, Tapton, and other places, is on the increase more than other- 
wise. A considerable quantity is also being sent from Shire Oaks, 
from which a considerable trade in steam qualities has been done 
with Grimsby, and where a new colliery is being sunk by the same 
company, on ground belonging to the Duke of Newcastle, whose 
estates in the district appear to be under the care of the late Premier, 
Mr. Gladstone, as trustee under the will of the late Duke. Some of 
the leaders of the late strike at the Butterley Company’s pits having 
been refused to be taken on again have left the district, whilst others 
have taken a plot of mineral ground at Heage to the extent of be- 
tween 5 and 6 acres, intending to work one of the top seams. There 
has been no alteration with respect to the make of “ pig” along the 
Erewash Valley, or between Chesterfield and Sheffield, whilst an 
active business is being done at the leading foundries in steam, gas, 
and water pipes, pillars, and general castings. 

In one or two branches of the Sheffield trade there has been a little 
improvement, and the men have been consequently better employed 
The directors of Cammell and Co., of the Cyclops Works, and who 
have also establishments at Grimesthorpe and Penistone, it has been 
stated have determined to stop the rolling of Bessemer rails at one 








of their mills, and alter it for plates and sheets. It is said that the 
company are unable to compete with the mills at Barrow-in-Furness, 
where the hematite ore is comparatively close at hand, and is smelted 
on the spot where the Bessemer converters are. Cammell and Co., 
on the other hand, get some of their hematite from the Cleator Iron 
Company, near Whitehaven. In heavy plates a very fair businessis 
being done, their production being limited to the two forms to which 
allusions has been made, and there is a steady enquiry for ship and 
boiler plates, The American trade has not improved of late, nor is 
there any beneficial change with regard to the Continent. At Thorn- 
cliffe and Chapeltown the foundries have been working very well, 
and the firm has just blown ina new furnace. The South Yorkshire 
coal trade is tolerably good, especially in household, the demand 
for the metropolis having increased recently. Steam qualities, how- 
ever, have been rather quieter, in some instances probably from a 
searcity of wagons, whilst adverse winds are likely to have hindered 
the arrival of some vessels from the North of Europe, that they now 
be expected to take their last cargoes for the present season. 

One of the events of the week hs been the petitioning by Messrs. 
Marsden, of Barnsley, for a winding-up order for the People’s Coal 
and Colliery Company, who some time since purchased a colliery 
from them. It is situate close to Barnsley, and is a comparatively 
small concern. ‘To those in the district acquainted with the high 
prices that were given for collieries in work, it is considered that 
before long a similar application will most likely be made with re- 
spect to others, for some of the prices paid for small collieries work- 
ing their seams have been really fabulous, and the wonder is how 
they have managed to carry on so long. 








REPORT FROM THE FOREST OF DEAN, 


Oct, 22,—Much discussion has taken place in the Forest on sani- 
tary problems, both in Westand East Dean, most of the Forest being 
included in the two townships. At Coleford the local board, though 
beset with many and grave difficulties, has in the main successfully 
won its way, and maintained its position and authority; but the 
East Deaners have shown themselves in such strong opposition that 
the local board which existed for a short time at Cinderford was so 
alarmed at the noise and bold front which its opponents presented, 
that it suddenly committed suicide by dissolving itself, the conse- 
quence being that the sanitary authority reverted to the Westbury- 
on-Severn Board of Guardians, which at once appointed an Inspector 
of Nuisances. But, notwithstanding that discussion has gone on, 
and attempts have been made to improve the sanitary condition of 
the district, nothing scarcely worth naming has been accomplished. 
But while this higgling has been going on respecting the surface of 
the inhabited parts of the Forest, others have honestly averred, on 
the supposition that the Government really desired to promote the 
public health, that more attention should be paid to the inspection 
and ventilation of coal pits and iron mines, because at present these 
duties are very imperfectly performed. In some of the pits the 
men have to work in what is called the “ blind,” or bad air, of sul- 
phurous quality, which has a very bad effect upon the health and 
strength, and frequently very seriously affects the physical powers. 
In such cases the men affected feel very unwell, and present an ap- 
pearance of feebleness and lassitude. Sometimes they “ cave in,” 
and get upon the sick list, and remain from work, when the evil is 
not only felt in the bodily health, but extends itself to the pocket 
and cupboard. The men think, however, that if due inspection were 
carried out, and the law enforced which was passed for the protec- 
tion of miners and the regulation of mines, much purer air, and, 
consequently, much better health, would be the result of such ma~- 
nagement. Government Inspectors of Mines at present seldom 
visit a coal pit in the Forest, except on the occasion of a fatal acci- 
dent, and not then till after the event. But we may add that on 
rare occasions visits have been made, but, like police visits for the 
adjustment of weights and measures, a kind fraternal intimation is 
given beforehand of the coming day, when, in the meantime, all 
false weights and measures can be put out of sight, or a mine put 
in apple-pie order, The arrangement is undoubtedly very convenient 
for one of the parties concerned, if not for both. The men, too, are 
sometimes exposed to dangers from bad machinery or half-rotten 
gear, and the magistrates, much to their credit, have in an instance 
or two fined proprietors so offending. The law of inspection of 
mines has been very considerably reformed, but the next step in the 
right direction should be practical reform at the mines by the strict 
enforcement of the law, 

Business remains much as it has been for some weeks past, there 
being still much room for further improvement; proprietors, how- 
ever, are still pushing on their commercial undertakings, or specu- 
lations. The East Slade proprietors some little time since, aud the 
Crump Meadow Company just recently, have sought the necessary 
authorisation to enable them respectively to work out the barriers 
of coal in the said pits, and undoubtedly the authorisations will be, 
if they are not already, granted. The proprietors of Park Hill Colliery 
are also seeking for similar authority to work out the barriers, The 
Wigpool Iron Mine Company, it is understood, has resolved to cuta 
tunnel into Bailey Hill, contiguous to the new railway now in course 
of construction, so as to connect the mine with the railway, and 
thus obviate the necessity of winding up the ore by the proposed 
tunnel outlet. This new tunnel seheme, however, will involve a con- 
siderable expenditure of both time and money, but if Wigpool Mine 
be as rich in ore as it is believed to be, no doubt the projected tun- 
nel and adjuncts will ultimately well pay for the outlay. Most 
likely we shall have occasion to return to the subject at a future 
date. The railway itself does not progress so rapidly as the public 
would be pleased to observe. 








REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES, 


Oct. 22.—In spite of all expectations to the contrary, the pros- 
pects of the Lron Trade are as gloomy as ever. Orders continue to 
come to hand slowly, and makers seem now to have abandoned the 
hope of further improvement so long as prices are kept up. Of 
course, as compared with quotations twelve months ago, there has 
been a large reduction ; but they are still too high to induce buyers 
to give out orders in such a way as would lead to a fairly active 
trade. The quarterly meetings have passed without causing any 
movement, but rather customers have been more reluctant to enter 
into transactions, seeing that makers were so strong'y disposed 
to uphold quotations. They are, of course, in a large measure 
strengthened by the approach of winter, when under ordinary cir- 
cumstances business is not brisk and iron is not so much enquired 
for; so that, having waited for lower prices all the summer, they 
can well do so in the winter. The only alternative appears to be, 
therefore, that makers should further lower their quotations, which 
it seems they contemplate doing, The margin of profit, however, 
on the manufacture of iron is at present, and has been for some 
time past, so small that no reduction can be made in prices with- 
out a proportionate reduction in the rate of wages. It is, conse- 
quently, @ mere matter of course to find that at the back of lower 
prices will come lower wages. It was originally intended by the 
ironmasters to lower the wages 30 per cent., and two drops of 10 
per cent, towards this end have already been carried out; but the 
third was postponed, when it appeared that the trade was beginning 
to improve. But business turns out to be far from satisfactory, and 
the masters have determined to carry out the third drop. Notices 
have, therefore, been issued at the works, in the usual way, to the 
effect that all existing contracts with the men will cease at the end 
ofa month. The amount of the reduction has not been anneunced, 
but it is pretty generally understood that it will be 10 per cent. 

The ironworkers admit that trade is in a depressed state, and no 
|one need draw their attention to the fact, for they have only too 
great reason to know it. With the exception of one or two esta- 
| blishments, employment has been very svarce at all the works for 
| months past, and the two drops of 10 per cent. will by no means

The old heating stoves—of a most antiquated kind, giving, with g 
large consumption of gas, a temperature of only 600° to 800°—hays 
been removed, and three large double ones, similar to those erecteq 
by Mr. Colquhoun, at Llynvi Ironworks, have been erected ; whila 
using much less gas, these stoves already give a temperature of about 
1200°. The blast was turned on by Master John Colquhoun (son of 
the general manager), and the furnace has had a very successfy] 
start, and a good saving of both fuel and flux is becoming apparent, 
Another furnace is undergoing the same process, and it is intended 
to root out all the old stoves, blast and gas arrangements, introduces 
in their place modern and effectual appliances, and to renovate the 
whole of the blast-furnaces. The improvements in other parts of 
the works, noticed some months ago, are being pushed on. In the 
mills there are already eight vertical boilers erected on heating fur. 
naces, and the old horizontal boilers, which consumed a large quan- 
tity of fuel, are now becoming unnecessary, and are being removed 
and utilised in the colliery extensions and improvements, which are 
going on apace, Altogether there is a healthy and enterprising 
spirit shown by the new company and their general manager, Mr, 
Colquhoun, and if the trade were only improved the prospect of 
good times in Tredegar would be bright indeed. 








TRADE OF THE TYNE AND WEAR. 


Oct, 22.—The Coal and Iron Trades are, with some exceptions, in 
a disturbed and depressed state here, and several small firms haye 
stopped during the past few days, and fears are entertained that 
heavier failures are likely to happen soon. The disputes about the 
rate of wages in Northumberland and Durham, of course, tend to 
embarrass and disturb trade. Household coals are in fair demand 
at from 13s. to 15s, per ton. In the steam coal trade a good busi- 
ness has been done, both on the Tyne, Wear, and Blyth, and most 
of the steam coal works are kept fully employed. The best gas coal 
works are also well employed. In Durham there has been a some- 
what better enquiry for coals and coke, owing to the strikes in 
Yorkshire. Large consumers are now making contracts for coal and 
coke for six and twelve months forward, but in order to do so sellers 
will not make any reduction in the rates current at present. 

Numerous statements have appeared in the newspapers, more or 
less correct, as to the selling price of coal at former periods, espe- 
cially in 1873, and at the present time, It is quite apparent, and 
the fact is not denied by the men, that a very considerable reduc- 
tion has been made during the past year in the selling price of coals, 
and that an alteration in the rate of wages is imperatively neces 
sary is not questioned, but there are, of course, different opinions 
vs to what the reduction ought to be. 

The Iron Trade is a little more active, and higher rates are asked 
by makers of pig-iron and ship-plates. No. 1 is 70s, to 71s.; No. 3, 
65s, to 66s.; No. + forge, 57s. to 58s. net cash, f.o b. in Tees or on 
rail. There is a great demand for pig-iron for shipment, chiefly to 
Belgium, France, and Germany. The rail trade is still very in- 
active, and the demand for bars is also extremely quiet, but there is 
a good demand for ship-plates and boiler-plates. Lron shipbuilders, 
founders, and machine makers are fully engaged, and most of them 
have sufficient orders for a considerable time to come. Rails con- 
tinue at 7/. 15s. to 8/., and plates at 9/. 10s. ; 

Messrs. Clark, Watson, and Co. are erecting an extensive engine 
and boiler works in the Sunderland-road, near Gateshead, where it 
is intended to construct chiefly marine engines, boilers, &c,, although 
engines of all kinds will be turned out. 


MECHANICAL VENTILATION.—The Guibal Ventilator continues 
to make rapid progresshere. The largest fan of this kind yet erected 
is now nearly completed at the St. Hilda’s Colliery, South Shields. 
The diameter of this fan is 50 ft., and it is expected to circulate about 
300,000 cubic feet of air per minute. Several other fans of less di- 
mensions are in course of erection in this and other districts. Mr 
D. P. Monsin, the agent in Great Britain, has patented a new ar 
rangement of these fans and engines. An engine and fan combined
